C i n c i n n a t i, August 5 .—The steam er 
Pat Rogers, while near Aurora this 
morning, was burned, with her entire 
cargo of cotton. The names of the 
lost, so far as known, are as follows: 
J. R. Stuart, Mrs. Sm ith of Madison, 
Ind.; W. C. Brown, Cincinnati (son of 
H. W. Brown of the Union Line 
Transportation Company); C. II. Ditt- 
man, pilot; Shirley D. Snider and J a ­ 
cob Dierht, of the crew. 
The boat was valued at §60,000; in­ 
surance, S37.000. 
Engineer Holmes gives an account 
of the burning of the P at Rogers to­ 
day. 
About 6 o’clock, when just op­ 
posite Sandy Creek, which flows into 
the Ohio two miles below Aurora, I 
noticed a bright light among some 
bales of cotton in the after part of the 
boat. 
I hastened forward, and found 
them burning rapidly and beyond the 
possibility of immediately extinguish­ 
ing them. 
I rushed to the hurricane 
deck and gave the alarm to the pilot 
th a t tlie boat was burnimr, telling him 
to run her ashore. The pilot attem pted 
to do so, but the boat would not obey 
the helm. 
She drifted on a sandbar. 
The flames, instead of spreading along 
the lower deck, shot out through the 
cabin and pilot-house and then swept 
across the hurricane deck. The pas­ 
sengers were aroused and boats low­ 
ered and m any were carried ashore; 
hut others, in’ their fright, jumped in 
tlie water. 
Those 
who 
were not 
drowned reached a safe landimr place, 
after drifting some time with the cur­ 
rent. There were nearly 100 people 
on hoard, and but a small proportion 
of this num ber were actually lost. 
Many at first reported missing have 
been seen by persons on shore after 
the disaster.

The State University. 


Now that the otlorts o f Pro!'. ( J i l l - 
m a n to expel Dr. C a r r fro m the fac­ 
ulty aro attracting considerable at­ 
tention, it is perhaps in order to m a k e 
a few remarks on the general high- 
toned uselessness of the State Univer­ 
sity. The State of California has ab­ 
sorbed tho price of many thousand 
aeresof tide land in ejecting Univer­ 
sity buildings. Perhaps fully one- 
half of the total sum went into pri­ 
vate pockets, but that was to be ex­ 
pected. No one presumed that we 
should save over fifty per cent, of the 
tide land proceeds. It passed through 
so many hands that we ought to feel 
thankful for what was left. 
Well we 
have the buildings, such as they are, 
and we have a State University with 
m a n y departments, not one of which 
is of the least benefit to the great mass 
of tho people. The fact is our State 
University is a k i n d of ginger-bread 
toy—too fine for anything but Sunday 
use and on that day we have not time 
to play with it. It is an aristocratic 
establishment where the sons of rich 
men are polished with the soap and 
s a n d furnished by the working classes. 
The poor hoy may attend the State 
University provided he has money 
enough to meet the uniform and other 
expensive rules and regulations, but 
he will soon find himself surrounded 
b y an atmosphere so chilly that to es­ 
cape from its blighting eflbets he will 
forego the advantages ofiered by the 
State’s free educational establishment, 
and return to the parental roof tree 
where tho circumstance of being born 
poor does not carry with it the odium 
of disgrace. 
Again, the 
branches 
taught in the State University arc so 
vague and theoretical that they are 
useless or worse than useless to the 
practical everyday masses. The De­ 
partment of Agriculture—the most 
useful to tho whole people, and for the 
maintenance of which the national 
Government contributed a handsome 
sura—is retained only in name, anda 
bold attempt made to absorb its 9hare 
of the revenue. And now we have 
another chapter in the history of the 
tide land monument. Professor C a r r , 
the only real practical member of 
the faculty, has fallen under the dis­ 
pleasure of Professor G il m a n who is 
the leading snob of the University 
suobocraey, and the practical Professor 
who talks agriculture and believes 
in 
teaching it 
must be crowded 
out of the 
University. 
Professor 
C a r r believes that the soil tillers of 
the State have some claims on the 
University, and being the friend of the 
farmer he is obnoxious to the G i l l - 
man kid glove junta. We suspect 
there are still other motives and influ­ 
ences conspiring 
to shut Professor 
C a r r out of the State’s free eduea- 
cational establishment. A glance at 
the Board of Regents will show that a 
majority of those gentlemen are capi­ 
talists and bankers. H a m il t o n , Mas­ 
ter of the State Grange, is in truth the 
only member who does not think 
money a good thing to loan out at two 
per cent. Dr. C a r r is the recognized 
farmer’s friend, and the Granger’s 
Bank is a thorn in the side of Regent 
D. O . M i l l s and others. These capi­ 
talists do not as a general tiling ad­ 
mire the Granger or the Granger's 
Bank. If the removal of Dr. C a r r 
can be presented to these worthy Re­ 
gents in the light of a slight to the 
Grangers, they will not hesitate to in­ 
duce his withdrawal from the Uni­ 
versity. If Dr. C a r r is forced out, 
the farmers will not he slow to under­ 
stand that it is done with the deliber­ 
ate intention of insulting and defying 
them. 
Governor B o o t h is a member 
of the Board of Regents, and his many 
friends hope lie will not permit the 
tyraunlcal G illm a n to throw down 
the gage of defiance to a majority of 
the people of the State. 


Fruits of Los Angeles County. 


We mentioned the fact in a previous 
number that M r. G e o . 11. D a v i s was 
in the city, and the owner of the Ai­ 
de 11 process for drying fruits and vege­ 
tables in this county. The more we 
look at this process and its advantages, 
the bigger they grow in our estima­ 
tion, Mr. D a v is proposes to put two 
hundred and eighty bushels of fruits 
through this process every twenty-four 
hours. 
This will amount to eight 
thousand four hundred bushels each 
month, and there are ten moliths in 
the year that we have green fruits and 
vegetables in this county. This runs 
the estimate up to eighty-four thous­ 
and bushels oaoh season. 
Here is an 
enterprise that promises not only to 
make its promoters rich, but it will 
add untold thousands to the pockets 
of our farmers through the country. 
Hay and barley aud similar crops 
have hitherto been raised in this 
county because we had no market for 
better or more profitable crops. Vege­ 
tables and fruits, except the orange 
and lemon, would uot bear transpor­ 
tation, and if they did the market at 
San Francisco was bountifully sup­ 
plied. But now the world becomes 
our market, and there is no danger of 
overstocking it, aud we can sell every­ 
thing we cau raise in this line in our 
own neighborhood, and at all seasons, 
b y conversing with our merchants we 


obtained information which aston­ 
ished us in regard to the enormous 
amount of dried fruits that are im­ 
ported to our own market. We really 
doubt If Mr. D a v i s will more than 
supply the homo trade for the first 
season. 
But the above estimate was 
made for. only one evaporator; and 
doubtless Mr. D a v is will put in as 
many evaporators as the supply of 
fruits and vegetables will justify, and 
at such points in the county as will 
make it most convenient to the farm­ 
ers. Our advice to farmers is: change 
your crops at once; plant vegetables 
and fruits of all kinds. 
Nothing 
comes amiss to this process. From a 
pumpkin toa pea, everything is taken, 
and at a good cash price, and no dan­ 
ger but you will find a roady market. 
If half the grapo crop of this county 
is put through this process this season, 
there will bo more ready cash made 
by grapo growers this year than 
has been made in any two years 
by wine-making. 
The lands, too, 
that will be brought into market and 
cultivated which has been compara­ 
tively worthless, because It lay so far 
from market, will add greatly to the 
wealth of out county. We want to 
say many things more, and will some 
other time. 


T h e 
tunnel through which the 
Southern Pacific road will pass out of 
and into San Fernando valley will be 
nearly a mile in length and will run 
through a range of hills out of which 
coal oil is constantly oozing. Experi­ 
enced oil miners are confident that the 
tunnel will tap so many small veins 
of oil that a considerable quantity of 
crude petroleum will run steadily from 
its mouth.

Balsa Chica Wharf. 


Air. A \ . R. Olden called at our office 
yesterday and reported progress on the 
Balsa Chica wharf enterprise. 
The 
contract for the construction of the 
wharf has been let to A. J. Salisbury 
of Hueneme for the sum of $30,356. 
The former contractor, Mr. Gay, failed 
to furnish the requisite boud in time, 
and consequently the contract was re- 
let, as stated. Mr. Salisbury is a prac­ 
tical wharf-builder, aud has already 
constructed four wharves on this coast, 
giving the best of satisfaction to all 
parties concerned in each instance. 
Work 011 the new enterprise will com­ 
mence as soon as the material can be 
secured, and it will be completed 011 or 
before the 1st of December next. The 
wharf will be 3,000 feet long and of suf­ 
ficient width and strength to sustain a 
thirty-five-ton locomotive with thirty 
curs, stock, wagons, and the et cetera 
of commerce, with space enough to 
give turning room lor a six-horse 
team. It will reach a depth of twenty- 
one feet at dead low water, aud four 
fathoms at half-tide. By extending 
the pier-head 200 feet further, a depth 
of twenty-five feet at low water can 
be secured. The piles will be driven 
in the solid blue clay which forms the 
boach at Anaheim, thus greatly aug­ 
menting the solidity of the structure. 
Besides this, especial earo will be 
taken to build the whole as strong as 
timbers and iron, under the most im­ 
proved construction, can he made. 
Improvements to the plan have been 
made to cost over $2,000, at the sug­ 
gestion of Mr. Salisbury. W hen com­ 
pleted, the wharf will be the best and 
strongest on the coast.

Dr. Haswdl’s Lecture. 


Dr. ITaswell, of Sacramento, held 
forth last evening at the M. E. Church, 
on Fort street, on the topic of tem per­ 
ance, to a select num ber of ladies and 
gentlemen. 
H e reviewed the action 
of the Legislature of this State in re­ 
ference to a num ber of laws passed for 
the purpose of lessening the spread of 
intemperance, and showed th a t before 
the Local Option law had been con­ 
sidered statutes had been adopted sus­ 
taining the principle of prohibition. 
H e cited the Berkely University law, 
which prohibited the sale of liquor 
w ithin two miles of tho State U niver­ 
sity, as a complete concession to the 
principle of prohibition; for if it was 
conceded th at the principle was good 
in one place, it was good in all places. 
H e claimed th at Local Option had not 
su tiered defeat wherever it had been 
tried, for where even a majority of 
votes had been carried against it, the 
effect of the showing of hands had 
been beneficial to the cause of moral­ 
ity and temperance. 
H e uelieved in 
the duty of the churches, the tem per­ 
ance people and of all who held tl o 
moral welfare of the com m unity as 
paramount, to take advantage of the 
opportunity now offered under this 
law to restrain an evil which 1ms done 
so much to demoralize society 
He 
will lecture again this evening, at 
Good Templars’ Hall.
